The 40 bars (Penna Lead Co.) were returned to Messrs. Handy and Harman, because in 
their present state, they were not in condition to make ingots for recoinage, without a previous 
melting and toughening; as many of the bars contained injurious quantities of Sulphur &c. And 
as this operation would entail some loss of silver, and also be of considerable expense, it was 
thought best to return said bars, and not put the parties to the cost and delay necessary. (The 
charge would be from $200. Or $300.)
